T. S. Gold, Secretary of Hie Connecticut 
Board of Agricultural, was present at the 
m eeting of the Vermont Dairyman’s Associa­ 
tion, and addressed the meeting upoir Hie 
subject of “ Feeding,” especially with refer­ 
ence to dairy cows. 
Mr. Gold said: There is 
no good dairy region where there is not a 
natural and abundant growtli of sweet her­ 
bage, both for pasturage aud hay. 
Where 
it is necessary to grow soiling crops as a prin­ 
cipal feed for dairy stock, dairying is pursued 
under heavy difficulties, and usually with lit­ 
tle prollt. 
But even in countries as favored 
as Vermont, some sown crop is useful as an 
accessory. 
For this purpose corn is one of 
the best, if it is properly sown, and one of 
the poorest, if not so grown. 
It should not 
be sown so thick but that it will produce some 
ears. 
Does not think sweet corn so much 
better for (Ids purpose as some believe.— 
Likes the Dutton corn for fodder. 
It is very 
leafy, and the stalks are not largo. In ground 
that is weedy and easily cultivated, it is bet­ 
ter to sow iu drills, and cultivate; but in 
rough, stony soil, that is weedy, sow broad­ 
cast, (tut not too thick. 
Hungarian grass is 
good to sow late, as it will mature In sixty 
duy3. 
It niU3t lie cut promptly, before it gels 
too ripe, or it is not worth more than oat 
straw. 
With regard to changing pastures, he used 
to believe in it, but after two or three years’ 
trial, he was not satisfied with the result, and 
now preferred a 'single large pasture. 
When 
cow s are changed from one pasture to anoth­ 
er, they get too much, at llrst, aud then soon 
get uneasy to get into the next, and shrink in 
their milk. 
It is important to have cows con­ 
tented and quiet. 
Regularity of feeding is more important in 
Winter than frequent feeding. 
Finds twice a 
day suttloient for dry cows and young stock, 
except calves. 
Milking stock should have, in 
addition, grain in som e shape. He cuts stalks 
or bright oat straw, m ixes bran with them, 
and a little salt; it is moistened, and left till 
next morning, when it is fed to the cows. 
Thinks that thus prepared, it is better relish­ 
ed and digested. 
Believes that cows should 
have access to salt at all tim es. 
It seems to 
have an important Influence in promoting the 
secretion of milk. 
Indian meal, except in 
connection with roots, does not seem to in­ 
crease the flow of milk so much as bran, 
though there is a diflercncc in cows in this 
matter. 
But when cow s are getting thin, in 
Winter, it is a good plan to feed meal, so as 
to bring them to grass in good condition. The 
quality of tho milk is very much influenced by 
tile character of the feed. 
Buckwheat bran 
gives very poor milk, but wheat bran is much 
latter. 
It should not bo fed dry, but in con­ 
nection with cut feed moistened. 
Bran is n 
feed that has great m aterial value, adding 
phosphates to the manure in large quantities. 
It is often a cheaper way to g et this neces­ 
sary fertilizer than using superphosphates or 
bone. 
Cottonseed meal is a rich feed, and 
gives rich manure. 
So is linseed meal, but 
it costs too much, proportionally; It is valua­ 
ble to mess cows or other stock with that are 
doing very well. 
Corn meal ha3 not a very 
high mauurial value, compared with those 
above mentioned. 
Oat meal is very valuable 
to feed cow3. 
Iu regard to cutting bay and 
steam ing, it doesn’t seem to afford tho ad­ 
vantage that ha3 been expected from it. Good 
early cut hay is not bcnellted by cutting or 
steam ing, but course forage may be so im- 
proved.—N . Y. Times. 


\ \ w h ic h o f B u r d o n i n G e r m a n y . 


“ It is rem arkable,” says a writer oh Ger- 
u u u life, iu the Bostou Globe, “ what great 
burdens German women carry on their beads. 
Many of them carry loads of vegetables to 
market in great white wooden tubs, wearing 
a little rouud plaited mat next to tho head. 
One sees the strangest loads, too, poised in 
mid-air. 
V egetables of all kinds and cheese 
are carried by them. 
Suddenly a woman 
com es along with an immense pile of faggots 
lied in bundles—some for burning, and some 
which are saplings, for brooms and basket. 
Another one com es bearing great baskets of 
turf, for kindling tires; and often do we see 
on these women's heads 
loads of kindling 
wood. 
The German peasant women occupy 
a position little better than a slave, perform­ 
ing the most menial service for a mere pit­ 
tance. 
Any night around the fountains and 
water tanks may be seen crowds of these 
young women, with great tuba and half-bar­ 
rels almost in size, waiting iu turn to carry 
water for their use the next morning. 
These 
Ik-rsous should have a word spokeu iu their 
behalf; for they have a weary life aud their 
position is a pitiable one. 
They are expected 
to b lack foot#, carry burdeus, do any aud all 
kinds of drudgery; and are paid a mere noth­ 
ing for their work, depending a good deal on 
Triukgeld collection for doing odd jobs and 
errands of all kinds. 
In mauy German houses 
they are given monthly a little extra sum. 
They are expected to do anything and every­ 
thing that in our couutry the man servants 
do. 
Coming from the opera, a host of these 
girls may be seen with shawls aud wrappings 
for their mistresses to wear going home. 
Women occupy, certainly in common, a posi­ 
tion far below the American women in a rela­ 
tive |>osition in society. 
In tho streets they 
are constantly seen pulling wagons fit for one 
horse to draw. 
Tho woman is only a ser­ 
vant, as it were—not tho hostess, 
as we 
understand the term —in ber own home.” 


A H u p p J B a c h e l o r C o u p l e . 


A correspondent of tho Brooklyn Eagle re­ 
late* bow he and another man who could not 
stauu the wear and tear of married life se­ 
cured the comforts of home. 
Having engaged 
a house, an advertisement brought a house­ 
keeper to their assistance, and housekeeping 
began, and the poor fellow thinks the problem 
of social lire is solved for “nice young m en.” 
Hear him: “ If there is a homo in Brooklyn 
pleasanter than ours, I should like to see ii. 
I should view it with as much curiosity as I 
should experience at the sight of a trotting 
clothes-horse. 
Our housekeeper knows just 
what her duties are, aud knows that her po-' 
aition depends on her perform ing them. 
The 
bouse is ours in every respect, and what mar­ 
ried man can say the same in regard to h is ! 
We dispense hospitalities, and the night-lock 
on the door is under our full control. 
A wife 
eau do as she pleases, and can laugh her hus­ 
band to soorn if he ventures to say what he 
will have or what he will not have. 
A year 
after we commenced we bought our homo and 
can raise money on it without being subject to 
an irresponsible’s whim. 
A wife can leave 
the house to go to rag3 and spend her time in 
geltiu g money for herself, or iu pursuit of 
pleasure, and her husband has to support ber 
aud have his home neglected. 
A housekeep­ 
er knows better than to venture on this course, 
and she has u constant incentive present all 
the time to do her best to please.” 


— A rnudhole in Bennington, Nebraska, is 
so deep that small children are often lost iu 
it, and a local paper says: “ We don’t care 
anything about it, ’cause our folks are just 
out of children, but for the sake of our Butter­ 
ing neighbors we call attention to tho mat­ 


ter.”

F eed in g. 
T. S. Gold, Secretary of the Connecticut 
Board of Agricultural, wa3 present at the 
meeting of the Vermont Dairyman’s Associa­ 
tion, and addressed the meeting upon- the 
subject of “ Feedhig,” especially with refer­ 
ence to dairy cows. 
Mr. Gold said: There is 
no good dairy region where there is not a 
natural aud abundant growth of sweet her­ 
bage, both for pasturage aud bay. 
Where 
it is necessary to grow soiling crops as a prin­ 
cipal feed for dairy slock, dairying Is pursued 
under heavy difficulties, and usually with lit­ 
tle profit. 
But even in countries as favored 
as Vermont, some sown crop is useful aa an 
accessory. 
For this purpose corn is one of 
the best, if it is properly sown, and one of 
the poorest, if not so grown. 
It should not 
be sown so thick but that it will produce some 
ears. 
Does uot Ibink sweet corn so much 
better for this purpose as some believe.— 
Likes Ibe Dutton coru for fodder. 
It is very 
leafy, and the stalks are not largo. In ground 
that is weedy and easily cultivated, it is bet­ 
ter to sow iu drills, and cultivate; but in 
rough, stony soil, that is weedy, sow broad­ 
cast, but not too thick. 
Hungarian grass is 
good to sow late, as it will mature in sixty 
days. 
It must be cut promptly, before it gets 
too ripe, or it is not worth moro than oat 
straw. 
With regard to changing pastures, ho used 
to believe in it, but after two or three years’ 
trial, he was not satisfied with the result, and 
now preferred a single large pasture. 
When 
cows arc changed from one pasture to anoth­ 
er, they get too much, at first, and then soon 
got uuelsy to get into the next, and shrink in 
their milk. 
It is important to have cow3 con­ 
tented and quiet. 
Regularity of feeding is moro important in 
Winter than frequent feeding. 
Finds twice a 
day sufficient for dry cows and young stock, 
except calves. 
Milking stock should have, in 
addition, grain iu some shape. He cuts stalks 
or bright oat straw, mixes brau with them, 
and a little sa lt; it is moistened, and left till 
next morning, when it is fed to the cows. 
Thinks that thus prepared, it is better relish­ 
ed and digested. 
Believes that cows should 
have access to salt at all times. 
It seems to 
have an im portant iufluenge in promoting the 
secretion of milk. 
Indian meal, except in 
connection with roots, does not seem to in­ 
crease the How of milk so much as bran, 
though there is a diflerence iu cows in this 
matter. 
But when cows are getting thin, in 
Winter, it is a good plan to iced meal, so as 
to bring them to grass in good condition. The 
quality of the milk is very much influenced by 
the character of the feed. 
Buckwheat bran 
give3 very poor milk, but wheat bran is much 
better. 
It should not be fed dry, but in con­ 
nection with cut feed moistened. 
Bran is a 
feed that has great m anurial value, adding 
phosphates to the manure in large quantities. 
It is often a cheaper wray to get this neces­ 
sary fertilizer than using superphosphates or 
bone. 
Cottonseed meal is a rich feed, and 
gives rich manure. 
So is linseed meal, but 
it costs too much, proportionally; it is valua­ 
ble to mess cows or other stock with that are 
doing very well. 
Corn meal lias not a very 
high manurial value, compared with those 
above mentioned. 
Oat meal is very valuable 
to feed cows. 
Iu regard to cutting hay and 
steaming, it doesn’t seem to aflord the ad- 
antage that lia3 been expected from it. Good 
early cut hay is not benefited by cutting or 
steaming, but course forage may be so im­ 
proved.—N. T. Times.

It i3 rem arkable,” says a writer ou Ger- 
mau fife, in tbe Boston Globe, “ what great 
burdeos German women carry on their heads. 
Many of them carry loads of vegetables to 
market in great white wooden tubs, wearing 
little round plaited mat next to tho head. 
One sees the strangest loads, too, poised in 
mid-air. 
Vegetables of all kinds and cheese 
are carried by them. 
Suddeuly a woman 
comes along with an immense pile of faggots 
tied in bundles—some for burning, aud some 
which are saplings, for brooms and basket. 
Auother one comes bearing great baskets of 
turf, for kindling fires; and often do we see 
ou these women’s heads loads of kindling 
wood. 
The German peasant women occupy 
a position little better than a slave, perform­ 
ing the most menial service for a mere pit­ 
tance. 
Any night around the fountains and 
water tanks may be seen crowds of these 
young women, with great tubs aud half-bar­ 
rels almost in size, waiting in turn to carry 
water for their use the next morning.

Washington, April 8.—'The session of the 
Ways and Menus Committee to-day was very 
interesting, and brought out some additional 
important facts in connection with tile San­ 
born contracts. 
The first witnesses examined were the 
Messrs. 
Waddels of New York, father and 
son, who had furnished Sanborn information 
regarding unpaid succession and legacy taxes. 
They testified that they had devoted years to 
examinlning surrogates’ boohs and making 
out a list of persons owing tho government. 
When completed they obtained a list from the 
books of the revenue officials of all tlioso who 
had paid taxes, and by this means ascertained 
who were still owing. 
They did not believe 
that money collected by Sanborn would over 
have been collected by Hie officials of the gov­ 
ernment. 
Their attention was first called to unpaid 
logacy taxes by David A. Weils, who requested 
them to prepare some statistics for him on 
this point. 
After their examination was concluded Gen­ 
eral Butler appeared and asked the indul­ 
gence of the committee. 
He said that during 
this investigation un attem pt had been m ade 
to drag bis name into it and to examine into 
his private altair*. 
He had nothing to con­ 
ceal, mid would aid the committee in getting 
at Hie truth about this matter, if that is what 
they desired. 
Ile would request that, when 
any testimony was given reflecting in any wav 
on himself, he might lie informed of it and a! 
lowed au opportunity to appear and examine 
the witness. 
If the committee wanted to get 
at the ways aiel means by which be carried 
on his political campaigns, lie flattered him­ 
self that he could give them more information 
on tins point than they could possibly get 
from other witnesses, and lie was ready to do 
•o. 
lie had not helped Sanborn to get his con­ 
tracts, for the simple reason Hint lie had not 
been asked to do so. 
Mr. Sanborn had long

Nowadays the article called saint is hardly 
on the market at all: or is it so much on the 
market as to have spoiled its essential char­ 
acter? And as to “ making” a saint after 
Guido’s fashion, we have the machinery, the 
canvass, brushes, palette and such things, 
but seem to lack tho artist. 
And Guido's 
saints, under favor of the New Paltz Indepen­ 
dent, were usually poor men, glorified tisliers, 
beatified tradesmen who had left their busi­ 
ness to fotlow the thorny paths of virtue and 
sacrifice, and that sort of people.

A n I n t e r e s t in g S e s s io n . 
W a sh in g to n , April 8.—The session of the 
Ways and Meaus Committee to-day was very 
interesting, and brought out some additional 
important facts in connection with the San- 
boru contracts. 
The first witnesses examined were the 
Messrs. Waddels of New York, father and 
son, who had furnished Sanborn information 
regarding unpaid succession and legacy taxes. 
They testified that they had devoted years to 
examinlning surrogates’ boohs and making 
out a list of persons owing the government. 
When completed they obtained a list from the 
books of the revenue officials of all thoso who 
had paid taxe3, and by this means ascertained 
who were still owing. 
They did not believe 
that money collected by Sanborn would ever 
have been collected by the officials of the gov­ 
ernment. 
Their atteutiou was first called to unpaid 
legacy taxes by David A. Wells, who requested 
them to prepare some statistics for him on 
this point. 
After their examination was concluded Gen 
eral Butler appeared and asked the indul­ 
gence of the committee. 
He said that during 
this investigation an attempt had been made 
to drag his name into it and to examine into 
his private affairs. 
He had nothing to con­ 
ceal, and would aid the committee in getting 
at the truth about this matter, if that is what 
they desired. 
He would request that, when 
any testimony was given reflecting in any wav 
on himself, he might be informed of it and al­ 
lowed an opportunity to appear and examine 
the witness. 
If the committee wanted to get 
at the ways aud means by which he carried 
on his political campaigns, lie flattered him 
self that he could give them more Information 
on this point than they could possibly get 
from other witnesses, and lie was ready to do 


1 0 . 
Ha had not helped Sanborn to get his con 
tracts, for the simple reason that lie had not 
been asked to do so. 
Mr. Sanborn had long 
known Mr. Boutwell, and the m atter was 
ranged between them while lie (Butler) was 
absent from the city, aud without a word from 
him on the subject. 
He never knew that San 
born wanted tho contract until after it was 
made. 
The committee complied with General But 
ler’s request, and said they would inform him 
if his name appeared in auy testimony and 
give him an opportunity to ask the witnesses 
questions. 
General Butler then withdrew. 
Solicitor Bantleld also made an additional 
statement to the committee, defending his of­ 
ficial acts in the m atter of the Sanborn con 
tracts against reflections upon him which ho 
supposed wero made by Secretary Richardson 
and Assistant Secretary Sawyer. 
The point 
of Banfield’s statement was that his duties in 
regard to the Sanborn contracts were not 
original, but merely advisory; that he was not 
responsible for initiating tho system, but that 
lie was prepared to share with other officials 
of the department the responsibility of liavin, 
concurred in it. 
The system had been inilia 
ted after consultation with him by Secretary 
Boutwell 
and 
theu 
Assistant 
Secretary 
Richardson. 
He stated that, with the ex 
ceptiou of issuing secret service credentials to 
Green and Presbery, Sanborn’s agents, which 
was a matter wholly iu his discretion as Solic 
¡tor, he had written or signed no paper and 
done 110 act connected with the Sanborn con 
tract from beginning to end except by direc 
tion of the Secretary or Assistant Secretary 
He stated also that some time before the pas

brought for damages of $300 for the con­ 
version of a horse. 
It was appealed to Gene­ 
ral Term, when the judgment below was af­ 
firmed; It was then taken to the Court of Ap­ 
peals, with the result above stated. 
The at­ 
torneys are Bernard A Fiero for plaintiff, and 
J. E. Van Etten for the defendants. 
In the case of William F. Townsend vs. 
The New York Central and Hudson Fiver 
Railroad Company—judgment below was re­ 
versed and new trial ordered. 
This action 
was brought in 1870 for damages to the plain­ 
tiff in tieing put off the train on the defen­ 
dants' road, and was tried at the January 
Circuit iii 1872, resulting in a verdict for the 
plaintiff of $500. 
The judgment was reversed 
in

Court of Appeals 
because 
the 
Judge of Hic lower court charged the jury 
they were at liberty to give the plaintiff exem­ 
plary damages.

A case of considerable importance to tho 
temperance community was dockled in the 
Court of Appeals Tuesday. Some time ago a 
man named Foote was tried and convicted 
before the Delaware County Sessions for sell­ 
ing liquor without a license, and sentenced to 
pay a fine of HOO and be imprisoned in the 
county jail for a period of ninety days. 
The 
case was carried to the Supreme Court, which 
affirmed the decision of the Sessions, the 
Court holding that, under the act of 1857, no 
discretion could be exercised in passing judg­ 
ment, and the defendant must be sentenced 
to fine and imprisonment. This decision the 
Coart of Appeals has reversed, a majority of 
the Judges holding that the punishment pre­ 
scribed in Section 29 of the act referred to 
only applies towelling adulterated liquors, and 
the other offences specifically created by that 
section, and docs not apply to ofienses creat­ 
ed by the other sections. 
The proceedings 
were ordered to be remanded to the Supreme 
Court with directions to remit to the Delaware 
Sessions, then to pass sentence in accordance 
with law. 
The decision will affect a number 
of similar cases now (lending—Albany Jour­ 
nal.

Ulster Circuit, resulting in a verdict for 
plaintiff 
of $70. 
The 
action

brought for damages of $500 for the con 
version of a horse. 
It was appealed to Gene­ 
ral Term, when the judgment below was af­ 
firmed; it wa3 then taken to the Court of Ap­ 
peals, with the result above stated. 
The a t­ 
torneys are Bernard & Fiero for plaintiff, and 
J. E. Van Etten for the defendants. 
In the case of W illiam F. Townsend vs. 
The Neic York Central and Hudson Biver 
Railroad Company—judgm ent below was re­ 
versed and new trial ordered. 
This action 
was brought in 1870 for damages to the plain 
tiff in being put off the train on the defen­ 
dants’ road, and was tried at the January 
Circuit in 1872, resulliug in a verdict for the 
plaintiff of $500.

obtained was because you produced the rope 
and settled tbe afiair with the company 
through their agent, and for the additional 
little afiair of three of the company’s pike- 
poles being found secreted under your berth 
in the cabin of your boat.

Am Anti-Tcinpcraucc Decision. 
A case of considerable importance to tho 
temperance community wa3 decided in the 
Court of Appeals Tuesday. 
Some time ago 
man named Foote was tried and convicted 
before the Delaware County Sessious for sell­ 
ing liquor without a license, and sentenced to 
pay a fine of $100 and be imprisoned in the 
county jail for a period of ninety days. 
The 
case was carried to the Supreme Court, which 
affirmed the decision of the Sessions, the 
Court holding that, under the act of 1857, 
discretion could be exercised in passing jud; 
ment, and the defendant must be sentenced 
to fine and imprisonment. 
This decision the 
Court of Appeals has reversed, a majority of 
the Judges holding that the punishment pre 
scribed in Section 29 of the act referred 
only applies towelling adulterated liquors, and 
the oilier offences specifically created by tbat 
section, and does not apply to ofienses creat 
ed by the other sections. 
The proceedings 
were ordered to be remanded to the Supreme 
Court with directions to remit to the Delaware 
Sessions, then to pa33 sentence in accordance 
with law. 
The decision will affect a number 
of similar cases now pending—Albany Jour 
nal.
